«xpression on his face that Wheldon 
must have been taken with a cramp 
He watched for Wheldon to again 
•come above the surface of the wa- 
ter, 
but 
when he did not appear 


-again he started his swim of sev- 
eral hundred yards to the beach 


Wheldon and Wright had taken 


the buoy and skiff to the inlet, tow 
flig the skiff behind the mall boat, 
•early Saturday morning. 
They had 


planned to place the buoy in the in- 
let, nearly on a line with the beaches 
and return to the city in time for 
Wheldon to make his regular trip 
to Ponce Park with the mail. They 
anchored the 
launch 
in the river 


and went out with the skiff to'place 
the buoy and were j'oit ready to put 
the buoy and anchor over In the wa- 
ter when the skiff sank. It Is the 
supposition that the aklff was too 
heavily loaded with the two men and 
the anchor and chain. 


The announcement of the drowning 


cast a cloud of sorrow over the city, 
as William Wheldon was well known 
and very popular with all his ac- 
quaintances. 
He 
has been em- 


ployed in the city and on the river 
here for many years, and It Is a con- 
servative statement that no young 
man 
in 
New Smyrna 
had more 


friends than he 
Of a quiet, un- 


assuming and gentlemanly manner,

New Smyrna, had an exciting exper 
lence with robbers in Tampa at an 
'early hour last Friday morning, when 
he wag held up, beaten and robbed 
by two men, according to the follow 
Ing story from the Tampa Times: 


"Within bearing distance of the 


No. 3 fire station on the corner of 
Platt street and Magnolia avenue, H 
T. Hofreiter, a baker, whose place 
of business is a short distance from 
the fire station, was held up and rob 
bed of $34 between 
3 30 
and 
4 


o'clock this morning 
The men are 


said to have been white 
They made 


good their escape. As soon as Mr 
Hofreiter could pick himself up he 
went to the fire 
station 
and told

who was 


standing at the door, of the hold-up 
The police were Immediately noti- 
fied 


"Motorcycle Policeman J. A Walk- 


er, who was on call duty, went im 
mediately to the epot where the rob 
bery took 
place 
He traced foot- 


steps up an alley in the rear of the 
fire station, where they turned into 
he back gate of a house on Brevard 
street.

had tried to enter and failed.

VISITS JIEW SMYRNA 


SEDUCATIONAL EXHIBIT OF THE 


STATE BOARD OF HEALTH IS 


VISITED 
BY 
HUNDREDS OF 


IPEOPLE HERE. 


The Florida state board of health 


•educational exhibit train arrived In 
New Smyrna Sunday and was open 
to the public Sunday afternoon, and 
all day Monday. 
During that time 


the exhibit train was visited by hun- 
dreds of people and the pupils of 
the public school were given an op- 
portunity to learn much from the 
\ exhibits by being dismissed from 


school early Monday afternoon. The 
•"train" is made up of three Pullman 
cars and the exhibits are so arrang- 
ed that all persons may easily un- 
derstand the fundamental principles 
of health preservation and disease 
prevention. 


With 
the 
establishing 
of this 


"health train" the state of Florida 
has taken a step in advance of other 
states in 
bringing 
directly to the 


people methods of disease preven- 
tion and teaching them how easy it 
Is to preserve the health of any com- 
munity. 


Car number one, the living car for 


the accommodation of the representa- 
tives of the state board, contains the 
office In the observation end, four 
staterooms, bath and toilets, dining 
room and kitchen. Like the other 
cars of the train, It is heated with 
electricity generated by a dynamo 
In car number two, and like the oth- 
ers It is carefully screened and vent- 
ilated. 


Car number two contains in one 


end the dynamo, driven by a gaso- 
line engine, and the sleeping quar- 


^ters for the special train crew. The 


larger part of the car is devoted to 
the installation of various models, as' 
that Illustrating the Imhoff tank sew- 
age disposal system, another show- 
ing how water in driven or open 
wells Is contaminated by drainage 
from stable, outhouse and polluted 
surface water. 
A miniature model 


shows a dipping vat for ridding cat- 
tle of the tick. 
A model dairy is 


illustrated in the same manner; the 
proper feeding and clothing of babies 
and the open-air treatment of tuber- 
culosis and 
many other practcial 


questions of sanitation and disease 
prevention are similarly Illustrated. 


This car is also fitted with a stere- 


•omotograph with a capacity of 104 
lantern slides, and this is lighted 
and operated automatically by elec- 
tricity generated in the car Itself

panels. These carry In graphically 
worded sentences 
warnings and ad- 


vice on sanitary suljects and dis- 
*ase prevention. Numerous electric-

«ar number two, are also arranged 
to splendid advantage in this part of 
the train. 


In this car will be installed an ex- 


pensive and elaborate contribution 
trom the Florida Dental 
society, 


which will show various diseases of 
the teeth, and the proper attention 
that should be given to them. 
In 


this car is gathered much of the 
equipment that has-special signifi- 
cance in sanitation. 


A complete Inventory of the educa- 


tional equipment of these cars is un- 
necessary. 
The train with all Its 


invaluable contents Is to be brought 
within the reach of every person In 
Florida who can go to the nearest 
railroad station, and It will be taken 
•wherever rails are laid on which 


' it may run. 
It is to be permanent,

th.it berries, peaches or tomatoes in 
small cpen containers

n the crates in layers or tiers, con- 
stitute food in package form within 
the meaning of 'the 
net weight 


amendment, and that consequently 
the law requires that the crates shall 
be marked with a statement of the 
quantity of the contents.

statement should include the number 
ot small containers and the quantity 
of the contents of each."

IDEA IN FURNISHING SUPPLIES 


TO MEMBERS. 


Plans are under serious discussion 


by the directors of the Florida. CltruB 
exchange for the establishment of *- 
Growers' Supply company, similar to 
the one operated by the California, 
exchange, says the Tampa Tribune. 
Tlie purpose of such a company is to 
purchase supplies, such as nails, bar- 
rels, boxes, wraps, fertilizers, pack- 
Ing machinery and seed, and to sup- 
ply these to the growers at reason- 
able prices. 
Dr. J. H. Ross, pres- 


ident of the Florida Citrus exchange, 
and L. D. Jones, general manager, 
will leave in a few weeks for Cali- 
fornia, where they will look into th» 
methods adopted by the supply com- 
pany in that state. 


Figures compiled from a report at 


the California Growers' Supply com- 
pany show that last year it supplied 
its members with 12,000,000 boxes. 
16,500 kegs of nails, $236,675 worth. 
o£ fertilizers, $1,500,000 worth of cy- 
anide ol sodium and 420,000 pounds 
of cover crop seed. 


No rcportb ol damage to the Flor- 


ida citru& crop ha\e reached the ex- 
change, although tender vegetables 
are known to have been effected to 
kome extent by the recent cold wave. 
Manager Jones reports that tender 
citrus thoots which were In tlie act 
of 
making 
new growth probably 


had been scorched, but that all other 
twigs and branches are safe. There 
was not a sufficient bloom on the 
trees to constitute a serious loss. 
There was no damage to fruit.

CONGRESS INCREASES 
GRIMES AGAINST THE 
FEDERAL GOVERNMENT 


(By Victor Elliott.) 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16—The old 


states' rights question 
.which was 


partly instrumental in bringing about 
he Civil war, again Is coming promi- 
nently Into consideration in connection 
with the big national affairs of the 
day. 


Leaderi of thought in the political 


world see an -increasing tendency to 
ward a vital division of public opm 
on on the states' rights question and 
he outcome of tbe situation may de 
pend upon whether the states will 
waive their contentions or oppose tn< 
ederal government. 


With each succeeding session ol 


Congress, new legislation has been 
written oo the statute books producing 
additional federal Questions. A feder 
al question within the meaning of law 
and statecraft is one In which the fed- 
eral government, as opposed to state 
governments, has the final voice. 


For example. If a man robs a gro- 


cery store he merely commits an of- 
enae against the state In which that 
grocery store Is located and the state 
has the final voice in deciding his case. 
But if, in the course of trial. U is re- 
vealed that the man also robbed the 
postofflce in the grocery store, imme- 
iatcly a federal question Is Injected. 
'here has been an offense against the 
Jnited States because the federal gov- 
rnment operates the malls. The Unit- 


ed. States has the final voice in such a 
ase. 


Now, 
congress has persistently In- 


creased the number of crimes which 
re to be considered crimes against 
he United Staes. This tendency baa 
tbe virtue ot adding to the number of 
nlfonn laws throughout the country. 
ut, it alto has the tendency to take 
way from the several states their ab- 
solute powers. 


The situation M to Interstate com- 


merce perhaps Is teat Illustrative of 
his. The Interstate commerce com- 
mission, with the support of Congress 
and the Supreme Court of tbe United 


tates, has for the last decade steadily 


eased Its power over American 


railroads. Now It has even gone so far i 


ome CMOS M to maintain that It, 


can exerclee a certain authority orer 
MM, wholly within a state, provided ( 


hose rates have a bearing on Inter- 
state commerce. 


Again in tbe world of banking. The 


enactment of the federal reserve law 
has brought state banks which are 
members of the federal reserve system 
under a certain amount ot tederalicon- 
trol. The federal government is seek- 
ing to extend this control. 


All of this Is viewed as a gradual 


ascendancy of the federal government 
over the several states. State autribri- 
ties are beginning to object, declaring 
that the Integrity of their state Is at- 
'acked and two very clearly defined 
schools of political thought are crystal- 
izlng. 
The people and the officials 


of the state are seeing powers and pre- 
-ogatlves which they long have cher- 
'shed shorn, from them by legislative 
enactment of the federal congress. ' 


There is considerable agitation at tbe 


Cession for amendment of law on the 
principle ot human liberty. It Is de- 
.bred that the ban which prevent a 
ederal criminal, taken In one state,*** 
be removed to another without formal 
hearing, be broken down by a federal 
statute providing that a man arrested 
anywhere In this country on a federal 
warrant may be transported anywhere 
else In the country without opportun- 
ity to object. The Declaration of la- 
dependence asserts that this te one of 
the oppressions on the part of Great 
Britain which prompted the thirteen 
original colonies o sec up free and In- 
dependent states.

TO THE SOUTH, SAYS 


A NOTED PUBUCIST 


AGITATES THE ACQUISITION OF 


ISLANDS NOW OWNED BY HOL- 


LAND—SAYS NO COUNTRY CAN 


EXPAND EXCEPT BY WAR. 


TOKIO. Feb. 23.—Japan must ex 


pand, she must expand now, she 
ought to erpand to the south, and a 
right and proper place for her ezpan 
slon would be the two Dutch islands 
of Java and Sumatra, is the substance 
of a plea addressed to the Japanese 
public by an influential publicist. 


The two islands constitute the bulk 


of what the Dutch like to call "Hoi 
land's colonial empire," and in fact 
they form an empire much greater in 
population and area than tbe parent 
country. 


Java covers 50,554 square miles and 


has a population of 30,098,000. Suma- 
tra covers 161,612 square miles and 
sustains a population of 4,029,505. They 
are defended by an army of 31,000 
men, of whom one-third are Dutchmen, 
two cruisers (778 and 1693 tons re- 
spectively), and a handful of gun- 
boats. 


The author of the plea is Yusaburo 


Takekoshi, a member of the Diet, the 
historian of Japanese rule in Formosa, 
and of the colonial system of Japan. 
His book on Formosa is a standard 
work and has been translated into 
English. He has been editor of the 
two leading papers of Tokio, and is, 
in short, one of the most influential 
unofficial figures In Japan. His ar- 
ticle on the acquisition of the Dutch 
Indies appeared in the January num- 
ber of the Commercial Japan, which 
has the largest circulation of any Jap- 
anese magazine, and it was published 
simultaneously in a number of other 
publications. 


First, he justifies expansion. 
Ja- 


pan is a young country, rich in re- 
sources and able men and inhabited 
by a vigorous people. As the bamboo 
completes its year's growth in the 
spring so the Japanese nation should 
enlarge her territory while she is 
young. No doubt while doing this the 
Japanese will be called aggressive by 
Europeans and Americans, but what 
nation bas ever expanded except by 


ttves the Japanese an Justified 1m (fat* 
Inc 'tta Islands. 


When foreigners or foreign newsps- 


pen call attention to the chauvinistic 
utterances of Japanese, the official an- 
swer invariably Is that the views ob- 
jected to are those of the yellow press 
or Irresponsible politicians. Mr. Ta- 
kekoshi Is one of the most prominent 
publicists In Japan, a member of the 
Diet for many yean, a writer on his- 
tory. 


He has been to Europe and America, 


he has studied scores of 
European 


books on Just this question that he ar- 
gues, and he is as good a representa- 
tive of Influential opinion as can be 
found In the whole Japanese empire. 
Yet a man of this type calmly advo- 
cates the seizure of the territory of a 
nation with whom Japan Is on cordial

Costly, Very Deetruetlve and 


Very Useless. 


London.—The following letter WM 


written by a British army offleer In 
.France to bis nine-year-old son, who 
had asked Us father what a real bat- 
tle line was like: 


"My Dear Brian—You would like to 


know what a real battle line is like. In 
the distance yon see a hill and on the 
right some woods. Some farmhouse*, 
one or two (till Intact and others 
mere heaps of brick, lie dotted about 
Near you on the right is a battery 
hidden under bushes and earthworks. 
Nearer yon still are dugout* In which 
the men live underground. 


"In the distance is a German an- 


chored balloon watching the country. 
On the right and overhead 1* an aero- 
plane. 


'Beyond the hill and the woods are 


the trenches in which the infantry face 
the German infantry, also in trenches. 
Somewhere near the trenches, and 
where they can see them well and the 
country on the German side, are the 
artillery observation officers, who tele- 
phone directions to the batteries and 
direct their flre where they want. All 
this is done very accurately on a spe- 
cial system called registration, by 
which having once hit a target you 
can always go on hitting it or anything 
near it 


"For 
instance, yesterday when I was 


directing the battery at one of these 
places a German put up a tin on a pole 
and waved It about in the air in his 
trench. I saw this, told one gunner 
what angle to lay at and the range, and 
the next moment the shell arrived and 
the tin went up in the air. What hap- 
pened in the trench I don't know, but 
the shell burst in it. One burst in ours 
this morning and killed one man and 
wounded two others. So they can do 
damage. 


"The 
trenches are very lively places 


at night when a lot of rifle flre is al- 
ways going on, and one side or the 
other sends out patrols or snipers to 
peep over the other's trenches and 
shoot men; 'and the trench mortars get 
busy and send over high-explosive 
bombs, or someone more daring than 


tad *boat ar<raad UM country where

U very 
pretty and very bad. 


"Away back behind all these are the 


aerodrome* and captive balloons ol 
our own watching the front, where all 
the roads are busy with motor trans- 
port* feedings the firing line with grub 
and ammunition. Ton would never 
think how many men end how nueh 
transport en necessary to do all this 
properly. 


"A battle Mart* with terrlfle artil- 


lery bombardment sometime* for day*, 
and when the enemy's trenches are ab- 
solutely destroyed and their men dazed 
with the rain of high explosives end 
gas and bomb* the infantry charge 
across. 


"Sometime* 
the 
machine 
cons 


haven't been knocked out and they 
take a big toll of life, and always 
there are plenty of men whom the 
bombardment fall* to knock out 


"There 1* never a soul to be seen. 


There I* only a terrible roar of guns 
and explosions, and the perpetual 
snapping of rifles and rattle of ma- 
chine guns. There is a view of some 
broken walls, trees without leaves or 
branches, and trenches everywhere. 


"You 
would think there was no life 


anywhere If it were not for the row, 
and yet one knows that if you put up 
a head a thousand eyes will see it and 
half a thousand finger* pull a trig- 
ger. 


"It is all very destructive, very cost- 


ly and very useless, war, but it brings 
out all that is best in men. No doubt 
it is for a good purpose which we do 
not realize at present, when we only 
see the ruin and the killing and the 
waste. 


"Sometimes the world wants clean- 


Ing like the pistons of a motor to 
make It run smoothly, and this Is the 
way it comes about. You boys later 
on will reap the benefit of it all."

CORPORATIONS 
MUST 
REPORT 


AND ALL INDIVIDUALS WITH 


INCOMES OF $3,000 OR MORI 


ARE ALSO INCLUDED. 


March 1st, Is the last day for filing 


return of net annual Income of both 
corporations and Individuals. All cor- 
porations are required to make this 
return to the collector of Internal rev- 
enue at Jacksonville, regardless of 
whether operations for the year show 
profit or loss. 
Corporation* organ- 


ized during the year 1915 are required 
to make return from date of incorpora- 
tion up to including December 31st, 
1915, 
unless they have prior to Jan- 


uary 29th, 1916, designated the last 
day of some month other than Decem- 
ber as the close of their fiscal year. 
In this event they will not be required 
to make return until the close of their 
fiscal year 
Corporations dissolved 


during the year 1915, or which for any 
other reason, have discontinued oper- 
ations, are required to make return 
from January 1st, 1915, to date of dis- 
solution 


Individuals whose net Income for 


the year amounts to $3.000 or more are 
required to make return, regardless of 
whether the individual is married or 


income under 
liable to taxation on 
$4,000 


A fiscal year closing once desig- 


nated by a corporation is permanent,

With each succeeding session ol 


Congress, new legislation has been 
written on the statute books producing 
additional federal Questions. A feder 
al question within the meaning of law 
and statecraft Is one In which the fed- 
eral government, as opposed to state 
governments, has the final voice. 


For example, if a man robs a gro- 


cery store he merely commits an of- 
fense against the state in which that 
grocery store Is located and the state 
has the final voice in deciding his case. 
But if, in the course of trial, it is re- 
vealed that the man also robbed the 
postoffice in the grocery store, imme- 


hose rates have a bearing on inter- 
state commerce. 


Again In tbe world of banking. The 


enactment of the federal reserve law 
has brought state banks which are 
members of the federal reserve system 
under a certain amount of federal<con- 
trol. The federal government is seek- 
ing to extend this control. 


All of this Is viewed as a gradual 


ascendancy of the federal government 
over the several states. State autrfbri- 
ties are beginning to object, declaring 
that the Integrity of their state Is at- 
'acked and two very clearly defined 
schools of political thought are crystal- 
izlng.

'shed shorn from them by legislative

according to C. K. McQuarrie, state 
agent for the University of Florida 
extension division. The farmers o 
the central part of the United States 
think that they have the corn belt 
copyrighted. 
Mr. McQuarrie thinks 


they will have 
to 
look 
to their 


laurels when the southern farmer 
really makes up his mind to raise 
corn. 


There 
is 
a 
general impression 


among many folks that corn cannot 
be raised south of the northern tier 
of southern states. 
As a matter of 


fact farmers as far south as south 
era Florida can raise good corn. The 
state corn club prize was won this 
year by a boy In Hillsboro county In 
the south central part of the state. 
The yield was almost 100 bushels. 
Eighty bushels were raised on an 
acre 
in DeSoto county, 
which Is 


next door to the Everglades. Sev- 
eral other yields above 
SO bushels 


were produced In that section. 


Mr. McQuarrie states that southern 


corn Is better In quality that north- 
ern corn. 
The protein content is 


higher and the percentage of corn 
to1 cob is greater. At the Ocala fair 
this year there were three samples 
of corn 
that 
shelled 
90 per cent 


grain.

the* south has In corn production Is 
the long season. 
Corn always, ma- 


tures. Northern farmers must select 
the variety that will mature, whether 
or not It will make the best yield or 
is of the best quality.

ATLANTA FEDERAL PRISON FOR 


MURDER COMMITTED IN OKLA- 


HOMA WHEN 14 YEARS OLD.

Hobbs had been used to the light 


cloth cap with a number stamped on 
it, or to going bareheaded. He had 
been a federal prisoner since he was 
14 years old. 


He was released on parole, took a 


walk over the city, went up in an ele- 
vator, heard his old prison mate, Al 
Jennings, preach at the Baptist Taber- 
nacle, slept in his first real bed since 
boyhood, ate his first breakfast with 
his father and motvier since he left 
their Arkansas farm for a visit to Ok- 
lahoma, and went out Thursday Just 
to soak in his fill of free sunshine and 
arrange for beginning work In a local 
orchestra. For Hobbs learned in pris- 
on to play the cornet, and play it well. 


His old mother told a reporter the 


glory of the boy's early trouble and 
her long battle to win back his free- 
dom 
She sat by an open fire at No. 


115 West Harris street, where she and 
her husbaud. aged 71, have boarded 
for the last year, in order to be near 
their son. 


'When Howard was 14 he went to 


visit in Oklahoma because his health 
was bad," said the mother. "His broth- 
er-in-law, John Oxford, was 40 years 
old 
He wanted to rob a man named 


Joel O. Mack. He killed him and cut 
off his head and buried the body, and 
he forced Howard, a mere boy, to help 
in some of the work. Howard was 
afraid to disobey or to tell, for fear 
he would be killed, too. But the courts 
found him guilty—there .were terribly 
harsh courts In Oklahoma then.

Continuous crapping and '. slngl 


cropping are the earmarks of slip 
shod farming. In the first the soil t 
depleted by growing the same cro 
year after year. In the second- th 
farmer stakes all on a single cro] 
and invites disaster. Both may b 
avoided by well rounded crop I rota 
tlons. E. S. Pace, district 'age** to 
the University ot Florida 'extensle 
division, < is urging farmers' to»>pls.n 
rotations In the spring before pitting 
time. Fields should be plotted'an 
crops decided on for at least tore 
years. 


In northern states three or taore 


years are required for a complete cy 
clc of a rotation. Florida has a* ad 
vantage in that a rotation may be 
had within a given year. 
8et«r* 


crops may be grown In one fyear 
while In states of shorter growing 
season one crop only can be grown 
A cash crop, a 
maintenance crop 


and a soil Improving crop can b 
grown by the Florida farmer In the 
same year. 


The yearly rotation should include 


at least one legume. That will give 
the three year rotations three le 
gumes.

BUYERS SHOULD REPORT 


DISEASED NURSERY STOCK 


Many buyers report that they are 


receiving diseased or Insect infested 
nursery stock .according to F. H 
O'Byrne, nursery Inspector to the 
state plant board. Tbe standard re- 
quirements 
for stock have been 


raised , recently and they will be 
raised higher, but still there may 
be room for complaint 
concerning 


some shipments. 


Mr. O'Byrne urges all growers who 


receive nursery stock that Is not up 
to standard to report the matter to 
him at Gainesville. Give the certifi- 
cate tag number, the name and ad 
dress of the consignor, and send por- 
tions of the most severely infested 
or Infected stock. 


The Inspection service Is just as 


anxious to raise the standard as tbe 
people are. A nursery is not certl- 
'led until it has been inspected and 
found free of an excessive number of 
nsect pests or dangerous disease*, 
but there is always a chance that 
some diseased stock may be conceal- 
ed. It is Impossible for the Inspte- 
Ion department to Inspect each ship- 
ment, and for that reason the pur- 
•haser should act as his own Inspec- 
or. 
He will thus protect himself, 


his neighbors, and the whole state, 
and help to make the Inspection ser- 
vice more efficient.
